Xspedius Management Company Switched Services, LLC and X spedius Management
Company of Louisville, LLC (collectively referred to herein as "X spedius'), by counsd, hereby submit
their Motion for an Enlargement of Time to File Data Requests to the Joint Applicants.” In support of
their Motion to the Kentucky Public Service Commission (the "Commisson’), the Movants state as
follows

1 On March 31, 2006, the Joint Applicants filed with this Commisson for Approvd of
Indirect Trandfer of Control Relating to the Merger of AT&T, Inc. and BellSouth Corporation.

2. On April 12, 2006, this Commission issued itsfirst Order (the "Order") in the docket
which, among other things, established a procedura schedule for the matter. Pursuant to 4 of the
Commisson's Order, "[t]he initid datarequest shdl befiled by April 21, 2006, with responses by

Applicants due no later than May 4, 2006."

M The "Joint Applicants" inthis docket include Bell South Corporation and AT&T, Inc.



3. Soon after this docket was established, Movants contacted their usud Kentucky
counsd regarding representation in the matter. Subsequently, both Movants were informed that such
counsdl could not represent them in the matter because of certain conflicts with other clients. Movants
then diligently sought dternative Kentucky counsdl to represent them in the docket.

4, After Middleton Reutlinger and the undersigned were retained by other competitive
local exchange carriers ("CLEC") to intervene in the docket, M ovants contacted the undersigned
counsd regarding possible representation.  After conflicts were cleared, and the undersigned counsd
received ingructions from Movants, Motions for Full Intervention for both Movants were prepared and
are being filed contemporaneoudy herewith.

5. Obvioudy, by the time Movants were able to retain Kentucky counsd, the
Commisson'sinitid deadline for the filing of Data Requests to the Joint Applicants had passed,
necessitating thefiling of thisMotion.

6. Inlight of Movants diligent efforts to retain Kentucky counsd for intervention into this
docket, and the fact that the public hearing on the matter is not scheduled until June 7, 2006, Movants
hereby request a reasonable extenson of the deadline for filing of initid Data Requests to the Joint
Applicantsuntil Tuesday, May 2, 2006. In conjunction, Joint Applicants response time to any Data
Requestsfiled by the Movants should be extended until Friday, May 12, 2006. By response dated
April 26, 2006, Joint Applicants did not object to granting asmilar extenson to other intervenors who
requested an extension of timeto May 1, 2006, to file Data Requests. Likewise, Movants have no
objection to the service of Data Requests by Joint Applicants on or before a reasonable time after the

filing of this motion.



7. The requested extension to May 2, 2006 takes into account the undersigned counsdl’s

unsuccesstul effortsto file this motion on May 1, 2006, Smultaneoudy with the Data Requests submitted

by the other intervening CLECSs represented by the undersigned firm. The undersigned counsel

endeavored to make the dectronic filings after having received the required User |Ds from the

Commission the afternoon of May 1, 2006. However, due to an inadvertant error, the supplied User

ID did not function properly, and the undersigned was prohibited from logging in for purposes of making

the dectronic filing on Monday, May 1, 2006. On May 2, 2006, the undersigned counsel contacted the

Commission, and received revised User IDs which are now being used to effectuate this dectronic filing.
